Oct. 2.—Roy 
Hoyle, a special officer of the 
Mobile and Ohio ‘Railroad, was 
fatally shot, and Alderman Sidney 
Lyons, chairman of the City Council 
of Mobile, was slightly wounded to- 
night during a fight at the county jal! 
between deputy sheriffs and a crowd 
of men determined to capture Dick 
Robinson, a young negro. The mob 
is still hunting the necro and threat- 
ens to lynch him if captured. 

The negro, who is only 17 years old, 
today assaulted Ruth, the twelve-year- 


old daughter of Blount Sossaman, who : 


lives about three miles from here. 
' SHERIFF HIDES NEGRO. 


Sheriff Fatch, knowing that the life 


of the negro would be taken by the 
mob if he brought him into this city, 
caused him to be conveyed to a station 
several miles up the Mobile and Ohio 
Rallroad. He was not taken to the 
jail at all, and was at least eight miles 
from the city when the mob, deter- 
mined to have him, approached the 
building. 

There have been several assaults 
upon white women within the last few 
weeks, and the news of this last out- 
rage caused intense wrath and en 
citement. 3 

As early as 6 o'clock in the evening 
crowds of men commenced to gather 
in the downtown streets and by 6:30 
five hundred men had formed at the 
intersection of Royal and Dauphin 
streets. The crowd was harangued by 
several speakers who urged them to 
take the life of the negro if he could 
be found, and in a short time the en- 
tire crowd was on the march for the 
jail. 

LEADERS INSPECT JAIL. 

The Sheriff met the leaders of the 
mob and informed them that the man 
they were seeking was not in the jail 
and had never been brought there. 
He offered to let a®y body whom he 
personally knew pass through the jail 
to satisfy the crowd of the truth of 
his statement. About forty men 
walked through the corridors, some of 
them returning and assuring the mem 
bers of the mob that the man was not 
there.

FOUL, FROZEN FOWLS.

HICAGO, Oct. 2.—{Exclusive Dis- 

patch.] Open war broke out today 

between the city health depart- 
ment and the North American Cold 
Storage Company, and as a conse- 
quence of the refusal of the company 
to surrender 30,000 pounds of condemned 
chickens, a squad of policemen seized 
the storage plant. General Manager 
Denham resisted the efforts of officers 
to remove the condemned poultry. He 
was arrested, and the policemen placed 
the plant in quarantine,“ and refused 
to permit a pound of produce to be 
moved in or out of the building. 

President Johnson of the North 
American Company denied the right of 
the city authorities to interfere in his 
business, and defied Secretary Pritch- 
ard of the health department to at- 
tempt to remove the poultry by force. 

The Booth Cold Storage Company, 
which held forty-eight barrels of con- 
demned chickens, made no resistance 
when ordered to deliver the goods to 
the city authorities, and the poultry’ 
was turned over to the firm which 
holds the city contract for rendering 
food declared unfit for use. 

ADOPT A RUSE. 
A celery ruse prevented the police 
from removing the poultry from the 
plant of the North American Company 
tonight. 

When the officers of th company 
learned that the police had been or- 
dered to take the condemned goods b 
force, Secretary Pritchard was appeal 
to for time to allow the officers to con- 
sult with their attorneys.

W. Holmes of the city laboratory. 
This report will be presented to the 
Judiciary Committee of the City Coun- 
cll as a recommendation for the pas- 
sage of the cold-storage ordinance, re- 
ferred back to the committee at the 
last Council meeting. The report, in 
part, s ws follows: 

“Samples of 70,000 poundsof chicken 
seized and condemned by the chief 
food inspector, September 27 and 28.

N NEW YORK. 

The betting in New York on the 
gubernatorial election, runs from 2 
or 3 to 1 against Hearst.

Better than the mere defeat of 
Hearst will be the fact that he will 
thereby be virtually eliminated as a 
political factor.

Charles E. Hughes, the Republican 
candidate for Governor of New York, 
will wage a clean but mercilessly ag- 
gressive campaign.

PARIS. Oct. 2.—The toy exposition 
now being held at the summer alcazar 
on the Champs-Elysees is a remarkably 
attractive display. The offer of sub- 
stantial prizes for the best and most 
ingenious ideas have induced 250 ex- 
hibitors to join in the exposition. The 
process of manufacture may de 
watched from beginning to end. 

Many of the articles shown are close- 
ly connected with up-to-date tenden- 
cles. Consequently, 
exactly copied from the full-sized ma- 
chines, are displayed in profusion, and 


provided one inventor with the idea of 
showing an automobile, which, after 
being wound up. stnoothly pursues its 
dashing course for some distance and 
then, something going suddenly wrong 
with the machinery, leaps into the air 
and falis to pleces, throwing the toy 
passenger to all points of the compass. 
They can, in a few moments be re- 
placed. Another motor represents an 
armored military automobile, provided 
with a miniature machine gun ready to 
fire in all directions. The rattle and 
sound of the Maxim is reproduced with 
wonderful fidelity. The Ardennes race 
also furnished the toy-makers with 
ideas, these small racers running 
around the miniature track with pic- 
turesque reality, horns blowing and 
drivers in goggies and dust cloaks.
